With the view of obtaining first 
hand 
information 
concerning 
the 
various forms of municipal govern­ 
ment in the United States, R. Broad- 
bent, of Broken Hill, Australia, is 
touring the United States and spent 
today in Seymour with Mayor Ross 
and other city officials. 
He came to 
San Francisco several weeks ago to 
look after an exhibit which he had 
at the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition 
and after closing up his business a f­ 
fairs there started eastward and will 
remain a month in New York. 
He is 
giving special attention to garbage 
disposal systems in American cities 
and is particularly interested in the 
incinerating plants for because of the 
water shortage in Australia all refuge 
must be buried or burned. 
At this 
time the city in which he lives hauls 
its garbage for miles and then buries 
it. 
He believes that an improvement 
can be made over the present sys­ 
tem used there and hopes to secure 
some good ideas in this country. 
Mr. Broadbent said the principal 
reason he visited this city was to in­ 
spect the Farmers’ Club, 
lie -aid he 
had read of the unique institution in 
the Australian papers and made up 
his mind that when he returned to the 
United States he would visit this city 
and see what a “Farmers’ Club was 
like.” 
He was 
taken 
to the club 
building by Mayor Ross and he was 
much surprised to find such an ele­ 
gantly furnished 
building. 
He 
d^ 
dared he had no idea that he would 
find such a building. 
He inquired a- 
to the details of the club organiza­ 
tion and said he believed it would be 
an 
excellent 
institution for 
each 
community. 
He intends to explain 
the features of the dub when he re­ 
turns to Australia. 
Mr. Broadbent i- particularly in­ 
terested in the European war a> his 
daughter is in the Red Cross S er­ 
vice and two of his sons are in the 
military service. 
One is a lieuten­ 
ant and the other is training men and 
boys at Broken Hill. He was not dis­ 
posed to discuss the war except to 
say that the progress made by Eng­ 
land is remarkable in his opinion and 
that he would not be surprised to see 
the conflict ended within the present 
year. 
He was pleased and enthus­ 
iastic over the loyalty of Australia in 
this crisis. 
“We have over 200,000 men in the 
service,” he said. 
“All of these are 
trained, equipped and paid by Aus­ 
tralia. 
Many of the men at the front 
held splendid positions before en­ 
listing but they are not losing any 
money while at the front. 
Practical­ 
ly all the firms of any standing are 
paying all their employes who en­ 
listed the same salaries as if they 
were working steadily. 
For instance 
if a man received $100 a week his 
company sees that he gets the full 
amount while in military service. The 
difference between what the govern­ 
ment pays its soldiers and the amount 
the emp'oye received is either given 
to the soldier’s family or is held until 
peace is declared. 
Each employe 
leaving work to enlist will get his 
position back as soon as the war is 
over.” 
Whenever vacancies art* re­ 
ported in the Australia ranks there 
are others in training to take the 
places of the dead and wounded, he 
said. 
Mr. Broadbent said that summer in 
Australia began in September or Oc­ 
tober and continued until February or 
tlie first of March.“ The temperature 
hack home is about 100 degrees now 
but it will begin to get cooler'in a 
fewT weeks,” he stated. 
The coolest 
weather in sixty years was recorded 
last August when the thermometer 
registered 28 degrees above zero. The 
former low’ mark, lie said, was 28U> 
degrees but that is unusual. 
He carried a number of pictures 
with him, and in the series was one 
showing an approaching sand storm.

JURY UNABLE TO REAClT 
VERDICT IN COX CASE 


Special Judge 0. B. Abel Dismisses 
Jurors After They Had Delib­ 
erated Several Hours. 


After deliberating for several hours 
the jury that heard the case of the 
state against Paul Cox, charged with 
petit larceny, was unable to reach a 
verdict and was dismissed by Special 
Judge O. B. Abel after 10 o’clock 
Wednesday night. 
The case went to 
the jury early in the evening follow­ 
ing a trial that continued for about 
two hours. 
It is said the jury stood 
six to six.

Cox was charged with having stol­ 
en about $20 from Bruce Robertson, 
of Brownstown, several weeks ago. 
The state showed that Robertson who 
is alleged to have been in an intoxi­ 
cated condition, was put to bed by 
Cox and when he awakened the fol­ 
lowing morning the money which he 
thought was in his pocket when he 
retired was missing. 
The evidence 
against Cox was largely circumstan­ 
tial and the jury did not believe it 
sufficient to convict him. He was de­ 
fended by A. C. Branaman.

The trial was 
originally set for Wednesday morning 
but the defendant was released when 
the prosecuting witnesses failed to 
appear.

H earings will come to a close to­ 
day or Friday, and it is understood 
the m ain features of the b ill already

SECOND CHOICE VOTES. 
Fo r the first time Indiana vo ters 
will have the privilege o f ballo ting 
their seco nd cho ice fo r candidates in 
the March primaries. 
If the result 
is the same as in o ther states where 
this sy stem has been in use the priv­ 
ilege will no t be exercised by the ma - 
jo rity o f the vo ters. 
Ho wever, if 
any co nsiderable number vo te fo r 
mo re than o ne candidate there is a 
po ssibility o f the po lls being co n­ 
gested, especially during the rush 
ho urs. 
In this co unty there are a 
number o f candidates seeking the 
same no minatio n and in ease o f clo se 
races it is pro bable that seco nd cho ice 
vo tes will be a determining facto r in 
the o utco me. 
Co ncerning this the Washingto n' 
Herald edito rially say s: 
It is unlikely , ho wever, that many 
o f the vo ters will pay any attentio n 
to the seco nd cho ice vo ting. 
Even 
in states where the plan has been 
tried fo r several y ears, o nly abo ut 
o ne vo ter in every fo ur o r five, we 
are to ld, vo tes a seco nd cho ice. 
With the !>ed-blanket ballo ts that 
will have to be used in many co unties 
the act o f vo ting a first cho ice is 
o nero us eno ugh witho ut co mplicating 
it with seco nd cho ice vo tes. 
By increasing the vo ting facilities 


escape taxatio n under almo st any 
so rt o f laws. 
What Indiana needs is 
a readjustment o f these laws. Alo ng 
with the higher appraisements y ear 
after y ear co me higher rates o f tax­ 
atio n until in many cities rental 
pro perty is no lo nger a pro fitable in­ 
vestment. 
Co rpo ratio ns under the 
rules o f the Indiana Utility Co mmis­ 
sio n are entitled to seven per cent, 
dividend abo ve all expenses and after 
allo wing liberally fo r depreciatio n o f 
the pro perty . 
Certainly ho ldings o f 
citizens sho uld be entitled to the same 
rate o f interest. 
When this right is 
remo ved the advancement o f cities, 
co unties and even the state will be 
o f electio n bo ards. 
Co unties that 
have put in vo ting machines will have serio usly hampered, 
to pro vide entire sets o f bo o ths and 
ballo t bo xes, as the vo ting machines 
canno t be used in the primaries. This 
will be the case in Mario n co unty , with 
j its multitude o f electio n precincts. 
It is tho ught the primary will co st 
j Mario n co untv appro ximately $ 40,- 
0 0 0. 


At a recent meeting o f the co unty 
bo ard o f charities and co rrectio ns a 
basic principle was discussed—that

Will be Arranged so Average Tax 
Payer Can More Easily Un­ 
derstand Them.

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 
0— Indi­ 
ana’s tax laws are to be taken oil the 
shelf, dusted, index ed and summar­ 
ized in so clear a way that the av er­ 
age tax pay er can read them q u i c k ­ 


ly and understand them. 
The record of how the state, coun­ 
ty and township 
administer 
these 
laws is going to Ik* prepared, so that 
the tax pay ers can see at a glance 
what officials appointed and elected 
bv them hav e been doing. 
Then an attempt will he made to 
determine whether the high rate of 
tax ation and the admitted lack of 
uniformity of tax ation in Indiana is 
due to the laws or to the way they 
are administered. 
These three steps make up the 
plan which Robert A. Campbell sub­ 
mitted to the commission on tax ation 
appointed 
by 
Gov ernor 
Ralston. 
Campbell has been employ ed to aid 
the commission. 
He is a student of 
tax ation. 
His plan, said Chairman 
William L. Elder, of the commission, 
today meets with the approv al of the 
committee. 
Campbell has returned to Ithaca, 
N. Y., where he is lecturing on eco­ 
nomies at Cornell Univ ersity . 
The 
United Press representativ e button­ 
holed him during his brief stay in 
Indianapolis and got his own state­ 
ment of the plan that may mean 
much in dollars and cents to the av er­ 
age Hoosier citizen. 
Campbell will return J une 15, and 
will bring with him a digest of In­ 
diana’s new tax laws, which he will 
prepare in his library . 
He also will 
be well fortified by detailed informa­ 
tion on successful steps taken by oth­ 
er states in the reform of tax ation.

At One Time Territory Now Jackson 
County Was Embraced in Bound­ 
ary Lines of Clark.

J effersonv ille, Ind., February 1<>— 
( ‘lark county , nex t to the oldest of 
Indiana’s ninety -two counties, was 
115 y ears old y esterday . 
It is fifteen 
y ears older than tlu* state of In­ 
diana, which will celebrates its cen­ 
tennial this y ear. 
Clark county was 
formed out of Knox county , which 
was organized J une 20, 17 9 0, and in­ 
cluded almost all the territory that 
Indiana includes today . 
William Henry Harrison, the first 
territorial Gov ernor, proclaimed the 
organization of Clark county on Feb. 
3, 18 01. 
The old boundary line is not 
easy to be followed, but the territory 
included in the county originally is 
now div ided into about a score, for it
